Hr sa l Autho rities Are Prepa red to 
Nip Threa tened Inv a sio n 
In the Bud. 


Co lo n, Dec. 15.—A co mpany o f ma­ 
lines fro m the United States cruiser 
Prairie was landed here under the 
co mmand o f Captain Smeuley D- But­ 
ler and immediately started by train 
fo r Panama. 
The destinatio n o f the 
marines is said to be Yaviza, up the 
San Miguel gulf and Tuira river. 
It is believed that the decisio n o f 
the naval autho rities to statio n ma­ 
rines at Yaviza may po ssibly be o wing 
to the repo rts that Co lo mbian tro o ps 
have been sent in that directio n, but 
up to the present time there is no 
reaso n to believe that any large fo rce 
is under o rders to march o n Panama 
fro m Cauca. 
The o pinio n seems to prevail that 
the few Co lo mbian so ldiers seen were 
pro bably sco uts who were endeavo ring 
to learn what preventive and pro tec­ 
tive measures were being taken by the 
republic o f Panama, and that it was 
their presence which gave rise to the 
exaggerated rumo rs o f a speedy at­ 
tack by Co lo mbia o n the isthmus. 
It 
is mo re likelv that the mo vement o f 
marines to Yevlza is in co nfo rmity 
with the po licy o f the naval autho rities 
to co ncentrate fo rces at po ints which 
o ffer the best facilities fo r getting im­ 
mediate info rmatio n o f any mo vement 
by Co lo mbian tro o ps to ward Panama 
and at the same time o f affo rding th* 
m arines so me relief fro m their co n­ 
finement to the ships. 
The marines 
carried with them all requisites fo r 
camp life and also a number o f ma­ 
chine guns. 


AR M Y G ETTING REA D Y 


Land Arm o f the Forces Keen for a 
Trip to Pansma. 
W ashingto n. Dec. 15 -The news o f 
the mo vement o f marines so uthward 
fro m Panama, based as it was o n the 
repo rted landing o f Co lo mbian tro o ps 
In that part o f the isthmus, was re­ 
ceived with keen interest in army cir­ 
cles. where there has been exhibited 
fcr so me time a desire to participate 
with the navy in any military mo ve­ 
ments o n the isthmus. 
The general 
ctaff gave the subject Immediate at­ 
tentio n. 
There was. ho wever, no o ut­ 
co me in the shape o f o rders to tro o ps, 
tho ugh the arrival here o f Brigadier 
General Franklin Bell, superintendent 
o f the general staff co llege at Leaven­ 
wo rth, was regarded as co nfirming the 
previo us statem ents to the effect that 
the army is making ready to do its 
ahare at a mo ment's no tice. 
General 
Bell was in co nsultatio n with so me o f 
the members o f the general staff dur­ 
ing the afterno o n. 


Miners Must Make Cho ice. 
Salt Lake City, Dec. 15.—“Any miner 
who wants to wo rk fo r the Utah Fuel 
co mpany must cho o se between the 
co mpany and the m iners’ unio n,” said 
Vice President Kramer® o f the Utah 
Fuel co mpany. 
“We will no t take 
back a single o ne o f the strikers so 
lo ng as they are unwilling to surren­ 
der their cards.” 
Mr. Kramer said 
that the co mpany wo uld no t mo dify 
its attitude with regard to the m iners’ 
unio n in any particular and that hence­ 
fo rth unio n men wo uld no t be allo wed 
to wo rk alo ngside no n-unio n men in 
the mines. 
Co mpany o fficials assert 
that the o utput o f the mines has nearly 
reached its no rmal figures. 


Pro fit Was Cut Do wn. 
W ashingto n. 
Dec. 15.—The annual 
repo rt o f General James I^o ngstreet, 
United States co mmissio ner o f rail­

VHM UT the chiefs and Skenedonk’s 
nursing and Indian remedies 
J y P brought me 
face 
earthward 
again, rev iv ing the surgeon’s 
hope. 
When blood and life mounted 
and my torn side sewed up its gap in a 
healthy scar, adding another to my 
collection, autum n was upon us. From 
the hunting lodges on Lake George 
and the Williamses of Longmeadow I 
went to the scorched capital of W ash­ 
ington. 
In the end the gov ernment 
helped 
me with 
my 
Indian 
plan, 
though when Skenedonk and I pushed 
out toward Illinois territory we had 
only my pay and a grant of land. 
Peace was not formally 
made until 
December, but the war 
ended that 
summer. 
The Oneidas were ready to follow 
wherev er I led them , and so were many 
families of the Iroq uois federation. 
But the Mohawk tribe held back 
Howev er, I felt confident of material 
for an Indian state when the founda­ 
tion should be laid. 
We started lightly eq uipped upon 
the horse paths. The long Journey by 
wat<*r and shore brought us in Octo­ 
ber to the head of Green bay. 
Green Bay, or La Baye, as the fur 
hunters called it, was a little post al­ 
most like a 
New 
England 
v illage 
among its elms—one street and a few 
outlying houses beside the Fox riv er. 
The open world had been our tav ern, 
or any sod or log hut cast up like a 
burrow of human prairie dogs or 
moles. 
We did not expect to find a 
tav ern in Green Buy. Yet such a place 
was pointed out to us near the fur 
company’s block warehouse. 
Our host serv ed us himself. His tap­ 
room was the fireplace cupboard, and 
it was v isited while we ate our sup­ 
per by men in elkskin trousers and 
caps and hooded capotes of blue cloth. 
These Canadians mixed 
their own 
drink and made a cross mark on the 
inside of the cupboard door, using a 
system 
of 
bookkeeping 
ev idently 
agreed upon between themselv es and 
the landlord. 
Nightfall was v ery clear and fair in 
this northwestern territory. A man felt 
nearer to the sunset The region took 
hold upon me, particularly w hen oue 
who was neither a warehouseman nor 
a Canadian fur hunter hurried in and 
took me by the hand. 
“ I am Pierre Grignon.” he said. 
Indeed, if he had held his fiddle aud 
tuned it upon an arm not q uite so 
atout, I should hav e known without 
being told that he was the man who 
had played in the Saint-Mtchel cabin. 
We sat and talked until the light 
fad ini. The landlord brought a caudle 
and yelled up the loft, where Skene- 
douk had already stretched himself in 
his blanket: 
“Chambermaid, light up." 
“Nev er mind," said Pierre Grignon. 
“I’m going to take these trav elers 
home with me." 
“Now I know’ how a tav ern ought to 
be kept," said the landlord. 
“But 
w hat’s the use of my keeping one if 
Pierre Grignon carries off all the 
guests V" 
“He is my old friend," I told the 
landlord. 
“He's old friend to ev erybody that 
comes to Green 
. 
Iii nev er get so 
much as a sign painted to hang in 
front of the Palace tav ern." 
I gav e him twice his charges and 
he said: 
“W hat a loss it was to enterprise in 
the Bay when Pierre Grignon came 
here and built for the whole United 
States!" 
The Grignon house, whether built 
for the whole Uuited States or not, 
wns the largest in Green Bay. 
A hall 
div ided the house through the center, 
and here Mine. Grignon welcomed me 
as if I war* a long expected guest, for 
this was her custom, and as soon as 
•he clearly remembered me. led me In­ 
to a drawing room where a stately old 
lady sat making lace. 
This wns tl» e grandmother of the 
bouse. Such a house would hav e been 
incomplete without a grandmother at 
the hearth. 
Stools there were for children, and 
arm chairs for old people were not 
lacking. 
The small yellow spinning 
W’hee! of Mine. Ursule, as I found 
afterw ard Mine. Grignon was com­ 
monly called, stood ready to rev olv e 
Its golden disk wherev er she int. 
The sonants were Pawnee Indians, 
mov ing about their duties almost with 
stealth. 
The little Grignon daughter who had 
stood lost In wonder at the dancing of 
Annabel de Chaumont was now a 
turner of bends herself, all flaxen 
white and contrasting with the dark­ 
ness of Katariua Tank. K atarina was 
taken home to the Grignons after her 
mother's death. 
Both girls had been 
educated in M ontreal 
“Poor Mine. Tank! She would hav e 
been so much more comfortable in her 
death lf she had reliev ed her mind.” 
Mine. Ursule said the first ev ening. 
“She used to speak of you often, for 
seeing you made a great impression 
upon her and she nev er let us forget 
yon. 
I am sure she knew more about 
you than she ev er told me. *1 hav e an 
im portant disclosure to 
make,’ she 
says. ‘Come around me; I want all of 
you to hear UH 
Then she fell -back 
and diet! without telling it.” 
A touch of mystery was not lacking 
to the house. Se v eral times I saw the 
tail of a gray gown disappear through 


an open door. 
Some woman half en­ 
tered and drew back. 
“It’s Madeleine Jordan," an inmate 
told 
me 
each 
time. 
“She av oids 
strangers.” 
I asked if Madeleine Jordan was a 
relativ e. 
“Oh. no.” Mine. Ursule replied; “bat 
the family who brought her here went 
back to Canada, and of course they left 
her with na." 
Of course. Madeleine Jordan, or any­ 
body else who lacked a roof, would be 
left with the Grignons, but in that 
house a herm it seemed out of place, 
and I said so to Mme. Ursule. 
“Poor child!” 
she 
responded. 
“ I 
think abe likes the bustle and noise. 
She is not a herm it W hat difference 
can it make to her whether people ara 
around her or not?” 
The subject of Madeleine Jordan was 
no doubt beyond a man’s handling. 
I 
bad other m atters to think about and 
directly plunged into them. 
First, the 
Menominees and Winnebagoes m ust be 
assembled in council. 
They held all 
the desirable land. 
“We don’t like your Indian scheme 
in Green Bay," said Pierre Grignon. 
“But if the tribes here are willing to 
sell their lands other settlers can’t pre­ 
v ent i t ” 
He went with me to meet the sav ­ 
ages on the opposite side of the Fox 
near the stoekftde. 
There the talking 
and eating lasted two days. 
At the 
cud of that time I had a footing for 
our Iroq uois in the Wisconsin portion 
of the Illinois territory, and the sav ­ 
ages who granted it danced a war 
dance in our honor. 
Ev ery 
brav e 
shook ov er his head the scalps he had 
taken. 
I saw one cap of soft long 
brown hair. 
“Eh!” said Pierre Grignon, sitting 
beside me. “Their dirty trophies make 
you ghastly! 
Do your eastern tribet 
nev er dance war dances?” 
After the 
land 
was 
secured 
its 
boundaries had to be set. 
Then my 


'•Pa u l! P a u ir 
own grant demanded attention, and 
last, I was anxious to put my castle on 
it before snow flew. 
When we had laid the foundation of 
the Indian settlement I built my boun* 
with the help of skilled men. 
It was 
a spacious one of hewn logs, chinked 
with cat and clay plaster, showing its 
white ribs on the hill abov e the Fox. 
The men hewed a slab settle and 
stationed It beside the hearth, a thing 
of beauty in Its rough and lichen tinted! 
barks, though you may not believ e it j 
My floors I would hav e smooth and 
neatly Joined, of hard woods whict | 
giv e forth a shining for wear aud pol) 
ish. 
Stools I hnd, easily made, and 
one large round of a tree for my table 
like an eastern taboret. 
Before the riv er closed aud wintei 
shut in Skenedonk and I went hack tt 
Green Bay. 
I did not know how ic 
form my household and had it in mind 
to consult 
Mme. 
Ursule. 
Pawnee* 
could be had, aud many French land 
holders in the territory owned black 
slav es. 
Pierre Grignon himself kepi 
one little negro like a monkey among 
the stately Indians. 
I bealing with acres and with people 
wild as flocks would hav e been wort! 
while if nothing had resulted excepl 
our welcome hack to Pierre Grignon’t 
open house. 
The grandmother hob 
bled on her stick across the floor tt 
giv e me her bund. 
Mme. Ursule re­ 
proached me with delaying, and Pierre 
Said lf was high time to seek wintei 
q uarters. 
The girls recounted harv est 
reels and ev en weddings, with dance* 
following, which 
I had lost while awaj 
from the center of festiv ity. 
The little negro carried my saddle 
bags to the guest room. 
Skenedonk 
was to sleep on the floor. 
Abundant 
prepurations 
for 
the ev ening 
meal 
were going forward in the kitchen. As 
I mounted the stairway s t Mme. Ur- 
sule’a direction I heard a tinkle of 
china, her v ery l» est. which adorned 
rucks and dressers. 
It was tieing set 
forth on the mahogany board. 
The upper floor of Pierre Grignon’s 
house was div ided by a hall similar to 
the one below. 
I ran upstairs and 
halted. 
Standing with ber back to the fad 
ing light which came through one fan 
window at the hall end wa 
8.41 woman's 
figure in a gray dress.

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PROBING THE CASE 


Rising San Tragedy Being 
Carefully Sifted By the 
Grand J ury . 


WITNESS MADE TO TALK 


Relativ e Who Held Buck Ev idence 
Wee Taken Before the Court 
to Answer. 


Under Penalty o f Being Held 
In 
Contempt He Limbered Hie 
Tongue. 


Rising Sun, Ind., 
Dec. 12.—There 
wa* a scene in the grand Jury room 
yesterday afternoon similar to that of 
Thursday, when Jam es Gillespie re­ 
fused to answer q uestions propound­ 
ed by the prosecutor, and was taken 
before Judge Downey. 
Myron 
Bar­ 
bour, a banker, was being examined 
regarding the assassination of 
Miss 
Elisabeth Gillespie and refused to an­ 
swer q uestions that were put to him. 
Barbour's wife la a sister of Mrs. Dr. 
William Gillespie of Cincinnati. 
The 
Barbours liv e across the street from 
the scene of the tragedy and in the 
same house with Jam es Gillespie and 
Mrs. Seward the widowed sister of the 
v ictim. 
While it is not known what 
were the q uestions, or ev en the nature 
of them to which the witness refused 
to giv e answers at first, it is currently 
reported that they pertained to the 
scenes about the two houses on oppo­ 
site sides of the street at the time of 
the tragedy, as Barbour was one of 
the first to arriv e on the scene and 
assist the *.ged mother in the care of 
the v ictim. 
As neither Jam es Gilles­ 
pie nor Mrs. Seward crossed the street 
at the time of the tragedy or since, it 
is reported that the witness was being 
q uestioned as to their whereabouts 
between 5 and 6 o'clock last Tuesday 
ev ening. 
After Barbour was taken 
before Judge Dowiey and told by the 
court that he must answer the q ues­ 
tions or be sent to jail for contempt 
of court, he went back into the grand 
Jury room and answered the q uestions, 
It was stated at the courthouse that 
the witness Thursday was not com­ 
pelled to answer all q uestions pro­ 
pounded to him, on the ground that 
they might incriminate him, and that 
the witness yesterday had no such ex­ 
emption, that he had no alternativ e 
other than to answer all the q uestions 
or go to Jail for contempt 
o f court. 
Jam es Carson was the next witness, 
and it is thought now that an indict­ 
ment will likely be made before half 
of the three score of witnesses that 
hav e been subpoenaed, are examined. 
No arrests, howev er, are expectedlun­ 
til after the funeral of Miss Elizabeth 
Gillespie next Sunday afternoon. 
In 
the meantime local officers make no 
secret of the fact that certain parties 
are under close surv eillance. 


Court Say s They We re J ustified. 
Charleston, W. Va., Dec. 12—United 
States Judge John Jay Jackson has 
decided the habeas corpus case of 
John L&ing and Stewart Hurt, holding 
they were federal officers acting under 
process of the United States court 
when the killed John Harless, and 
therefore justified and not amenable 
to state courts. 
Laing is an operator 
and Hurt is in his employ. 
They ac­ 
companied Deputy Marshal Cunning­ 
ham last winter to arrest John Har 
less, a leader among the striking min 
ere. for whom Cunningham had a rule 
in 
contempt 
for 
v iolating 
United 
States Judge Keller’s “blanket injunc­ 
tion.” 
Harless fled when Cunning­ 
ham and others approached his house. 
As he went by Laing and Hurt, who 
had been told to look out for him, 
fired and killed him, claiming self- 
defense, as Harless with rev olv er In 
hand was defying arrest
